‘SOLDIERS END THE RIOT. 


Six Artillerymen, Without Wait- 
ing for Orders, Put a~ 
Stop to the Dis- . 
turbance. 


| BASED ON TRIVIAL MATTER. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, March 8.—A seri- 
ous riot occurred here yesterday. At 6 
o'clock in the evening five artillerymen and 
a corporal of the name of Hiscock left their 
guard post without orders and charged 
across the plaza into a street in which a 
mob of people had assembled. The soldiers 
fired a volley into the air, dispersed the mob, 
and rescued School Superintendent Arm- 
strong, who was besieged by the mob in a 
house situated about a block from the city 
center. 

For hours previous to the rescue of Super- 
intendent Armstrong the city had been over- 
run by a riotous crowd of probably 1,500 
persons, who shouted “* Down with the Amer- 
icars!’’ and other similar cries. 


Starts in Trivial Incident. 


The excitement originated in a trivial school 
incident involving Superintendent Armstrong 
and illustrating the excitable nature of the 
Porto Ricans. The superintendent repri- 
manded a girl 10 years of age for disobedience 
and forcibly but harmlessly marched her to 
the front from the rear of the schoolroom. 
Hier dress caught in a desk and was torn and 
the girl reported to her mother that she had 
been kicked and abused. 

This excited the girl’s mother and sensa- 
tional stories were circulated with the result 
that when the school children were dismissed 
‘a Number of boys gathered together and pa- 
raded the streets. They were joined by many 
loafers and full grown men and it became 
necessary for the police to escort Superin- 
tendent Armstrong from the ‘SeRoetngune to 
his home. 

The superintendent and watchin were 
stoned as they passed through tke streets, 
‘and as the crowd constantly increased in size 
‘the Americans sought refuge in the Inten- 
dencia Building. A number of persons from 
the crowd succeeded in entering the building, 
but were ejected by employés and others. 


City Police Powerless. — 
By 5 o’clock affairs had assumed such a 
threatening aspect that Governor Allen or- 
dered the Mayor to disperse the mob, noti- 
fying him that he should ask for government 
assistance if he was in need of it. The 
Mayor, however, paid no attention to the 
Governor's notification, although the city po- 
lice were powerless, not being in any way 
respected by the rioters, whom they did not 
attempt to disperse. 
At 5:30 p. m. the offices were closed, and 
Martin C. Brumbaugh, the Commissioner of 
Education of Porto Rico, asked for police 
protection of his office and hotel. 
A Treasury clerk, who was one of the men 
who ejected the rioters from the Intendencia, 
was attacked, stoned, and disarmed by a 
mob. 


Soldiers Act Without Orders. 

The insular police, who have no juris- 
diction in the city except in cases of emerg- 
ency and at the call of the Mayor and Gov- 
ernor, were not called upon until 6 o'clock. 
At that time the artillerymen previously 
referred to took the initiative without or- 
ders and dispersed the gathering. 

In the meantime, the city police had fired 
about 100 shots, mostly in the air, for there 
were no casualties. 

Several. other Americans, besides the 
Treasury Clerk, were stoned from roofs and 
balconies. 

At 8 o'clock last night this city present- 
ed its usual tranquil appearance. 

Up to the hour of filing this dispatch today 
there has been no further demonstration.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special.]— 
Officials here say they have entire confidence 
in Governor Allen, who is a clear-headed but 
determined man. From the press reports 
of the affair the officials are inclined to think 
the whole thing a misunderstanding, which 
will be readily settled. They do not see any 
evidence of widespread unrest and think the 
trouble entirely local and within the author- 
ity of the civil government. 

The Porto Rico battalion is now en route 
to the island, so that if there is any real 
trouble there will be force enough to sup- 
press it. 

It has been considered inevitable there 
should be clashes between Americans and 
Spaniards in Porto Rico, largely because of 
inability to understand each other, but all 
who have lived in the island unite in saying 
that the people, ‘while possessing the true

With memory of the Illinois Telephone 
company still alive the committee has hedged 
the proposed franchise with conditions to 
prevent its being used as a club to secure 
terms from the Chicago Telephone company, 
and a forfeiture clause has been inserted 
against the sale or transfer of the grant.

The terms of the proposed ordinance will 
grant a twenty-five-year franchise. Within 
the district bounded by Fullerton avenue, 
Western avenue, Twenty-second street, Hal- 
sted street, Thirty-ninth street, and Lake 
avenue it is provided that all wires 
shall. be placed underground, and space 
will .be reserved for city wires in 
the conduits without rental and upon 
the telephone poles. The company will 
be under contract to have at least 2,000 sub- 
scribers within five years or forfeit the fran- 
chise. A sale or transfer of the franchise 
will mean the forfeiture of the plant the 
company already has in Hyde Park and 
whatever extengions may be made. 

As Girect compensation the offers 
$ per cent of Its gross receipts for the first 
year, 5 per cent for the succeeding ten 
years, and 7 per cent for the remainder of 
the life of the grant. It also agrees to give 
the: city thirty-five telephones free for use

equip any number of police and fire stations 
desired with telephones for public use for 
$10 a year. A bond of $50,000 will be given. 

It is agreed that the rate for public “ slot ”’ 
machines shall be five cents.

From 
this Good Will claim, given to the Lord by 
Andrew Wharton, the company composed 
mainly of Chicago churchmen, hopes to 
dig enough gold to build, in Chicago, a tem- 
ple which, in the language of Dr. Gunsaulus, 
‘will be such as the world has never before 
seen,”” and which another promoter said 
*“ will make mawenssot s Temple look like 30 
cents.”’ 

- Story of the Mine. 

The story of the Good Will company isa 
strange one. Andrew .Wharton came to 
Cripple Creek eight years ago from the plains 
in Kansas. He had been a town boomer in 
his former home. There was no chance to 
follow his old occupation here, and the land 
in the mineral bearing zone was all taken up. 
Wharton went on the outside and gobbled 
almost a township. He could get assays, but 
one can do that anywhere in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. He schemed about, patented much of 
his land, and then wondered what he should 
do next. 

Some spiritualist told him to go to Chicago 
and turn a portion of his holdings over to the 
Lord. In the city by the great lakes he met 
the Rev.-Frank W. Gunsaulus and the Rev. 
L. A. Rockwell. He said to these men that 
he wanted to give some of his mining land 
away, provided it should be developed by 
Christian people and the profits used in build- 
ing a temple in Chicago. 

The ministers had heard of Cripple Creek 
and its world of gold and readily fell into the 
scheme. They incorporated’'the Good Will 
Temple Mining and Milling company and 
started selling stock. Subscribers all under- 
stand that if the ground turns out to pay, 
all profits are to go toward the building of 
a temple, so nobody is deceived. 

Putting the machinery in motion was an 


-event for the company, and the Chicago min- 


isters, with some prospectors working near 
by, and the miners employed on the property, 
were the only ones present. The prayer made 
by the Rev. Mr. Gunsaulus was a fervent one, 


Gunsaulus Talks of Scheme. 

**T do not know what this will amount to,” 
said Dr. Gunsaulus, “* but I hope for the best. 
In holy writ we find the statement made that 
‘ gold.is where pve find it,’ and why should it 
not be on our ground. All the money, if any 
we make, is to be used in a religious cause. 
Should the mine be a bonanza, and such we 
really believe it to be, we shall erect in Chi- 
cago a temple such as the world has never 
before seen, and with the gold we still have 
left we will clothe the poor and feed the 


hungry.”

all alarmed as to the outcome. 


Asked if the age of Genera! Harrison would 
not weigh much against his recovery, the 
doctor said such would naturally be the case 
to a certain extent, but he declined to dis- 
cuss the matter further than to say he was 
not ut all alarmed over the condition of his 


patient. 


General Harrison is troubled with a com- 
plication of grip and intercostal neuralgia, 
and there is some fear that this will develop 
into pneumonia. The disease in itself is not 
necessarily of an alarming character, but 
when the age of General Harrison is taken 
into consideration with the diminution of 


his recuperative powers, his present illness

Fugitives Fire six Shots. - ~* 
Young McLaughlin, not content with 
exciting experience, started after the thieves 
with his coachman, who had hurried to the 
porch, but they escaped in a buggy in charge 
of a third robber that was waiting at peheden 
ané Rush streets. The robber, who slid 
the pillar, was unable to get info the busses 
an evidence that young McLaughlin's aim 
ed good, and was helped in by his compan 
fons. ‘They fired six shots at McLaughlin ang: 
the coachman as they drove away. 

Nearly an hour after the shooting a 
which is supposed to have contained the robe 
bers drove by the Larrabee Street Police 
tion. The Rawson Street Station was notie 
fied and detectives in a patrol wagon race® 
after the buggy. The pursuers were soom 
outdistanced. It is supposed that the robe 
bers took a circuitous route after 
ning their flight. 

The wounded man was bareheaded 
he reached the curb and a search was made’ 
for his hat in the hope that it might furnish 
a clew to his identity. A cap of ordinary 
pattern was found in the yard, but it failed 
to furnish any clew.

or half day divisions, as the case may be. 
There were in June, 1900, about 22,000 chil- 
dren without proper school accommoda- 
tions.” 4 

“Here are some appropriations for what I 
regard as fads: I find such things in the 
grammar school as'eidy molding and draw- 
ing. The appropriation this year for the kin- 
dergarten is $99,390, yet the kindergartens of 
our schools do not afford any benefit to our 
poor, for the reason that this class of people 
have no time to take the children to and fro 
the school.” |

In but few of the wards are there contests. 
The liveliest convention is apt to be in the 
Eleventh Ward, where at the last moment 
ex-Alderman Edward Cullerton has showed 
unexpected strength, and threatens to beat 
William Krueger, who was supposed to have 
carried the primaries. There are twenty- 
nine delegates to the convention, and twelve 
of them were elected as Cullerton men and 
seventeen as anti-Cullerton, the agreement 
being that all the latter should support the 
candidate outside of Cullerton who had the 
most delegates.

ROLES MEN OFF TICKER 


ONE ALDERMAN TO EACH WARD IS 
THE ORDER SENT OUT. 


City Law Department Holds That the 
Redistricting Makes It Necessary 
Thai a Single Representative to the 
Council Be Elected from Each Dis- 
trict—Disappointed Candidates Ex- 
pected to Carry Matter to the Courts 
—Early Settlement Made Possible. 


City Clerk Loeffler yesterday sent out calls 
for the election of one Alderman in every 
ward. This will bring the question of hold- 
over Aldermen to an immediate issue. The 
Board of Election Commissioners has pre- 
pared to refuse.to. place the names of one 
year candidates in the Seventh and Thirty- 
first Wards on the tickets. 

The candidates for the’ one-year term are 
expected to apply for a mandamus to com- 


names to the ticket; and the case will be 
carried at once to the Supreme Court. Cor- 
poration Counsel Walker has announced that 
arrangements can be made for a quick de- 
termination of the question. 

‘The action of the City Clerk and the Elec- 
tion Commissioners is based on an opinion 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur 
that the redistricting law, in it provisions 
for the drawing of lots by holdover Alder- 
men who are cast together in one ward by a 
change of ward lines, applied only to redis- 
tricting by reason of a census and not to the 
redistricting such as was made by the Council 


last year. 


What the Ruling Means. 

It was held that each ofthe thirty-five 
holdover Aldermen should continue-to repre- 
sent the constituents who elected until 
the expiration of his term, whether or not 
he were cast in a new ward by tlfe new ward 
lines. This ruling would leave two wards, 
the Seventh and the Thirty-first, with only 
one Alderman each, and two others,,the Sec- 
ond and the Twenty-first, with three Alder- 
men, but no Aldermen will be legislated out 
of office. 

Immediate action had been urged in the 
matter for the reason that Alderman Alling 
and Alderman Helm were about to enter into 
active campaign work without knowing that 
they had any opportunity of being elected. 
Two Democratic candidates, when nomi- 
nated, also would have had to face this con- 
dition. 

It is not regarded as certain that the opin- 
ion of the City Law department will be up- 
held in the question, and it may still be 
necessary for the holdover Aldermen thrown 
together to cast lots for the seat in Council.

With- 
out keeping in mind the fact of the recent 
warfare in that province, the Chinese admin- 
istration shall be restored in all respects to 
the status quo ante.”’

FOR A NEW BRITISH ARMY 


COMMONS ASKED TO RAISE THE 
FORCE TO 680,000 MEN. 


Secretary of State for War, in a Speech 
to Parliament, Outlines the Scheme 
of Proposed Military Organizsation— 
Troops to Be Divided into Six Corps, 
Four in England, One in Ireland, and 
One in Scotland — Details of the 
Plan.

LONDON, March 9, 3 a. m.—The plans for 
the reorganization of the British army were 
laid before the House of Commons yesterday 
by William St. John Brodrick, Secretary of 
State for War. | | 

Summing up the proposals, Mr. Brodrick 
said they provided for an increase of the 
army by 115,000 regulars, 50,000 militia, 25,000 
yeomanry, and 40,000 volunteers... He esti- 
mated the cost of the additions at a little 
under £2,000,000, | 

Mr. Brodrick said the army for home de- 
fense would consist of 680,000 men, including 
155,000 regulars, 99,000 reserves, 150,000 milli- 
tia, and) 250,000 volunteers. 


Army for Home Defense. 

To provide efficiently for home defense it 
was necessary to maintain three army corps, 
with a division of cavalry, to go abroad 
when required. This would mean 120,000 men. 

The whole army, Mr. Brodrick said, will 
be divided into six army corps, each with 
its own district and commanded by officers 
who will lead it till the outbreak of war, 
when only those officers will be summoned 
to command who are certified by the military 
authorities as being fit for such position.

PRESIDENT M’KINLEY ABOLISHES 
TAX ON TOBACCOS. 


Products to the Value of $20,000,000 a 
Year May Be Sent from the Island 
Without Paying a Share Toward the 
Expenses of the Government—New 
Regulation to Take Effect on April 
1—Boom in the Industry Is Believed 
Certain Under the Favorable Rule. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—The Presi- 
dent today issued an executive order abolish- 
ing the Cuban export duty on tobacco from 
April 1 next. This action was taken on the 
earnest recommendation of the Cuban Eco- 
nomic commission, which recently visited 
Washington, indorsed by General Wood. A 
previous order had been issued fixing an ex- 
port duty of 50 per cent on Cuban tobacco 
from April 1. Today’s action removes the 
export duty entirely. 

Genetfal Wood’s approval of the abolition 
of this export duty ts practically an expres- 
sion of his belief that the Cuban revenues 
from other sources are sufficient for the 
needs of the insular government. The orig- 
inal idea was that the tobacco tax was neces- 
Sary to meet fully the financial requirements 
of the government. - 


Includes Cigars and Cigarets. 

The abolition of duty affects cigars and 
cigarets, as well as tobacco in leaf, filler or 
cut, all of the various classes of tobacco, 
raw and manufactured, heretofore having 
been subject to various rates of duty. That 
on cigars has been $1.35 per thousand; on 
cigarets in boxes, 90 cents per thousand; cut 
tobacco, $3.75 per hundred kilos; leaf or 
filler tobacco, $6.35 per hundred kilos, ex- 
cept that harvested in the Province of San- 
tiago de Cuba and exported through the 
custom-houses at Santiago, Gibrara, or Man- 
zanillo, which paid $2.20 per hundred kilos. 
All of these duties are abolished under the 
order of today. : 

It is estimated by the War department 
officials that the abrogation of the tobacco 
duties will cause a loss of revenue of about 
$800,000 or $1,000,000 per year. But it is said 
that this loss will be more than offset by the 
encouragement given to the planters in Cuba 
to increase their production. 


Trade Worth $20,000,000 a Year. 


The extent of the trade affected by the 
order is large, the tobacco exports amount- 
ing to about $20,000,000 a year. Of this by 
far the larger part comes to the United 
States. The total value ef unmanufactured 
tobacco exported within the seven months 
ended on July 21 last was $5,020,000, and of 
this the export to the United States amount- 
ed to $4,875,000. In the same period the ex- 
port of Cuban cigars was the largest to Great 
Britain, the United States coming second. 
The total value of the cigar exports for the 
seven months was $6,030,000. 

Would Accept American Plan. 

HAVANA, March 8.—The Committee on Re- 
lations of the Cuban constitutional conven- 
tion, to which was referred.the Platt amend- 
ment, is .made up of three Radicals, Silva. 
Villauenda, and Gualberto Gomez; and two 
Conservatives, Tamayo and Quesada. 
Tamayo, it is understood, is now in favor of 
accepting the amendment in its entirety. He 
intends taking a firm stand in this position 
and will send a minority report to the con- 
vention, if necessary. His political influence 
end position are expected to have a good 
effect with the other members. Sefior 
‘‘amayo is chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations of the convention.

BRUSSELS, March 8.—La Reforme says it 
learns that the object of the forthcoming 
visit of the Duke of Orleans to Brussels is to 
act as one of the seconds of M. Andre Buffet 
in the expected duel with M. Paul Derouldde. 

The Rome correspondent of the Etoile Belge 
says that the Duke of Orleans has declarod 
that he will himself provoke M. Deroulede, 
as he considers the epithet “royal Har” a 
personal insult. 

According to the same authority the Duke 
telegraphed M. Buffet asking to replace him 
in the encounter, and, notwithstanding M. 
Buffet’s refusal, intends to persist in this res- 
olution. 

Deroulede Starts for Genoa. 

BARCELONA, March 8.—M. Paul De- 
roulede sailed from Barcelona today for 
Genoa, accompanied by his sister and M.

TIMBER SUPPLY IS TOO SMALL. 


Philippines Forestry Bureau Fear Effect 
of Hoar Amendment Limiting 


Open Lands. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 
MANILA, March 8.—In regard to the effect 
of the Spooner amendment to the army bill, 


as further amended by Senator Hoar so as 


to prevent timber cutting on public lands, 
the officials of the Forestry bureau stated 
today that there were between 20,000,000 
and 30,000,000 acres of timber land in the 
archipelago. Of this amount only 47,000 
acres. are owned by private individuals or 
companies. These 47,000 acres of privately 
owned timber land will be entirely inade- 
quate to supply public and private demands, 
and yet, according to. the Spooner amend- 
ment, they are the only lands that can be 


exploited. Moreover, one-half of those 47,000 
acres belong to the Tabacaler company, 
which is already charging double the price 
asked by the government for timber-cutting 
public lands. The Spooner amendment also 
revokes 460 licenses which have yielded a 
revenue of $15,000 per month. 

The Manila Board of Health has announced 
that on an estimated population of 300,000 
for the City of Manila the annual death rate 
is thirty-four per 1,000. ‘ 

Unconfirmed information from . native 
sources says Aguinaldo is in hiding in the 
Province of Isabela, on the northeastern 
coast of Luzon.

EMPEROR HAS A GOOD NIGHT. 


Official Bulletin Says the Kaiser’s 
Wound Is Not Inflamed and That 
There Is No Fever. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

BERLIN, March 8.—The following official 
bulletin in regard to the Emperor's condition 
was issued this morning: 

‘The Emperor's condition yesterday was 
satisfactory and he slept well last night. The 
wound does not present inflammatory symp- 
toms. There is some swelling of the eyelids 
and right cheek. There is no fever." 


In reply to a telegram from his brother,. 


Prince Henry of Prussia, asking as to his 
condition, the Emperor sent the following 
dispatch: 

**I’ look as though I had just come home 
from China.” 

The Emperor does not allow any one to see 
him except his physicians. The whole right 
side of the face and neck is bandaged, leav- 
ing free only the left eye and cheek. 

The Emperor has received congratulations 
on his escape from more serious injury from 
nearly every European potentate, including 
the King of Denmark, the Queen of the 
Netherlands, the King of the Belgians, the 
King cf Roumania, the Queen Regent of 
Epain, the King of Italy, Emperor Francis 
Joseph. President Loubet, and the Pope. 
Hundreds of congratulatory dispatches have 
come from England, including King Ed- 
ward's, while a message from President Mc- 
Kinley was worded in particularly cardial 
terms. 


IMMENSE OPAL FOR EDWARD. 


Queensland Lawyer ‘Will Present the 
Finest Gem of Its Kind to Brit- 
ish Ruler. 


LONDON, March 8.—Maurice Lyons, a 
lawyer of Queensland, intends to give King 
Edward what is believed to be the largest 
and finest opal in the world. In the opinion 
of the London lapidaries its only rival in 
size and beauty is one possessed by Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 

The Lyons gem was shown privately to- 
day in the office of Sir Horace Tozer, Agent 
General of Queensland, to the other Austra- 
lian Agents General. It is oval in shape, 
two inches long, an inch and a half deep, 
and weighs 250 carats. When found in 
Queensland it was an inch longer, but it was 
broken in the process of removal. 

It is estimated to be worth upwards of 
£50,000, and Mr. Lyons desires that it should 
be set in the King’s regalia of the Australian 
federation. 


EXPECT A DUTY ON SUGAR. 


London Merchants Eager to Buy in An- 
ticjpation of a Tax of Halfa Penny 
a Pound. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

LONDON, March 8.—Merchants are eager- 
ly buying sugar in the expectation that the 
coming budget -will impose a duty of a half 
penny a pound-on that commodity. Sucha 
tax would realize £6,000,000. The action of 
the merchants is regarded as cénfirmation 
of a report that government agents are gath- 
ering a technical custom-house staff to re- 
place the one dispersed in 1874.

Wichita, Kas., March 8.—In the trial of his

BANK CLOSED BY A RON 


FIRST NATIONAL, NILES, MICH., 
FORCED TO SUSPEND. 


Unexpected Demands of Depositors Ex- 
haust the Cash on Hand and the 0ff- 
cers Are Compelled to Lock the 
Doors — Business-Men Show Confi- 
dence by Putting In Their Money 
During the Excitement—Presid 
Says Institution Will Open Shortly. 


Niles, Mich., March 8.—[Special.]—The 
First National Bank, one of the best known 
institutions in Berrien County, closed its 
doors today as the result of a run. 4 

For several days past vague and undefined 
rumors had been going the rounds to the 
effect that there was to be a run on the bank. 
What gave rise to these rumors no one seems 
to know. Feeling perfectly secure of the 
confidence of the people, in the First Nation- 
al Bank’s prosperous condition, Cashier C. A. 
Johnson failed to make the requisite provision 
for a run. 

The run was confined almost altogether 
to the working people, and, in the midst of 
the excitement, many business-men were 
seen to enter the bank and make deposits. 
President W. K. Lacey of the bank declares 
that it was simply a case of overconfidence 
end that had the cashier expected the run he 
could have secured abundant funds to meet 
all demands. The directors say that a care- 
ful examination shows all the books, papers, 
and securities in perfect order and that the 
bank is in a prosperous condition and will be 
ready to resume business within a few days. 

The First National is the only bank in the 
city. There is a conspicuous absence of ex- 
citement on the part of heavy depositors. All 
seem to have confidence in the ability of the 
concern to weather the storm. The President 
says it will reopen within a few days and will 
be ready to pay off all depositors. 

From 1871, when the First National was 
established, to today it had clear sailing. 
Even the financial storms of '73, '84, and '03 
did not impair its strength. It has paid 
$250,000 in dividends, and now it has a surplus 
fund amounting to nearly $25,000. 

William K. Lacey is President; Peter 
Womer, Vice President; and Charles A. 
Johnson, Cashier. They, with W.°W. Stevens 
ahd W. A. Womer, constitute the Board of 
Directors. These directors are among the 
most prominent and wealthy citizens of Mich- 
igan. The First National has deposits of 
‘$300,000, with loans of a little less than the 
same amount. Its capital of $100,000 is in- 
vested in United States bonds to secure its 
circulation to that amount. The total loans 
are $400,000. The bank has total footings of 
$600,000, with $90,000 unemployed. 


FITZSIMMONS DISCHARGED 
AND HALL RUNS AWAY. 


Pugilist Held Not Guilty of Prize Fight- 
ing, Then the Crowd Jeers the “ Re- 
former ” Who Had Him Arrested. 


“Bob” Fitzsimmons won another battle 
yesterday and at the conclusion of the rather 
extended bout in Justice Wolff's court Frank 
Hall, who essayed to represent “* the people,” 
escaped by way of analley toavoid a demon- 
strative crowd which jeered and hissed him. 
The court discharged both Fitzsimmons and 
his sparring partner, Dunkhorst, holding that 
their exhibition in a local theater is not in 
the nature of a prize fight. 

At the announcement of the court's de- 
cisions the courtroom, which was crowded, 
was the scene of great excitement. Some- 
body suggested three cheers for “ the best 
pugilist the world has ever seen,” and they 
were given.

“Yes, I can,” replied the big fighter.

Hall asked to be excused and passed up the 
matter of illustration. 


TWO BANDITS ROB TWELVE 
MEN IN A KANSAS VILLAGE. 


Victims of the Highwaymen Marched 
Through the Streets After Losing 
Their Cash, Valuables, and Guns. 


Emporia, Kas., March 8.—Two highway- 
men, one of them masked, entered the Vil- 
lage of Olpe, near here, last night and held 
up a dozen people, the occupants of two 
stores. 

The men first entered the store of Young 
& Deibolt, where, besides the two pro- 
prietors, four customers were robbed at the 
point of rifles. They marched the six vic- 
tims before them to the general store of 
8. A. Sternbenz, where two other men were 
relieved of some checks and what money 
they carried. 

All eight men, with four others, who had 
gathered in the street, were then marched 
ahead of the highwaymen to the bridge at 
the edge of the town.

ASKS $20,000 FOR TAKING BATH

Fritz Korwein wants $20,000 damages be- 
cause he took a bath. His suit for that 
amount against Sheriff Magerstadt is now 
being heard in Judge Burke’s court. Kor- 
wein objects to several of the incidental 
conditions which accompanied this | par- 
ticular bath. He received his bath in the 
county jail on Dec. 29, 1899, where he was 
taken on a warrant sworn out by his wife.

Salt Lake City, Utah, March 8.—[Special.} 
—The Utah Legislature practically has 
passed a law permitting polygamy. The 
Senate passed the measure yesterday, and 
the House took a test vote on it today, 
While the bill has not been placed on its 
final passage, the test vote showed it-will 
go through by a safe majority. The Mor- 
mon Church has so ordered and the mem- 
bers of the church are in a majority in both 
Houses. The church went so far as to send 
Angus M. Cannon, brother of the first coun- 
selor, George Q. Cannon, to transmit the 
word on the floor of the House. ; 
The bill in question was introduced by 
Senator Abel John Evans. The Dill makes 
it impossible for an outsider to bring com= 
plaint against any person for plural mare 
riage. It says in effect: ieee 
Every person who has reason to beliéve that & 
crime or public offense has been committed must: 
make complaint against such person before some 
magistrate having authority to make inquiry of 
the same; provided, that no prosecution shail be 
commenced except on complaint of the husband, 
or wife, or relative of the accused within the first 
degree of consanguinity, or of the person with; 
whom the unlawful act is alleged to have bee 
committed, or of the father, or mother of said 
person, and no prosecution for plural ' 
shall ‘be commenced except on complaint of t 
wife, or alleged plural wife of the accused; buf 
this proviso shall not apply to prosecutions under 
section 4,208 of the revised statutes of Utah, 1896,, 
defining and punishing polygamous marriages. ___ 
The act will give entire immunity from 
prosecution, and preparations already af@

Breaks Compact with Nation. 

Washington, D. C., March 8.—[{Special. 
Apparently Utah has attempted in this new 
legislation to get around the sol compact 
on which the State was admitted into the: 
union. 

When Congress voted that Utah might be 
a State of the union there was a solemn com- 
pact made that polygamy should be foreves . 
a thing of the past. Congress, in the en. 
abling act, stipulated that the convention 
oct should provide by ordinance, irrevoe 
eabty: 

** First—The perfect toleration of religious 
sentiment shall be secured, and that no’ ine 
habitant of said State shall-ever be molested’ 
in person or property on account of his of. 
her mode of religious worship; provided, ~ 
that polygamous or plural are 
forever prohibited.”’ 

Pursuant to the act, a constitutional con 
vention was held at Salt Lake City, and the 
following provisions were framed by the 
convention and adopted by the people as @ 
part of the constitution: 4 P 

“ Article 3, ordinance: The following Or. 
dinance shall be irrevocable without the con- 
sent of the United States and the petpigat 
this State: 

First-Perfect toleration of religious sen- 
timent is guaranteed, No inhabitant of this 
State shall ever be molested in person os 
property on account of his or her mode of 
religious worship; but polygamous or plural 
marriages are forever prohibited.’’ 


Nullifies Polygamy Proviso. 


The difficulty probably will be in. the fact 
that the new Utah law does not legalize 
polygamy. It could not do so because the® 
provision in the State constitution cannot be 
repealed without'the consent of the United 
States. As it does not directly violate the 
constitution, but merely pretends to estab. 
lish a rule of evidence, it may be held that 
the new law is constitutional. It evidently 
is against the spirit of the enabling act, as’ 
it is intended to nullify the anti-polygamy: 
provision of the State constitution and surely 
will have that effect. E.

‘ASKS CASH OF A 


SCHUYLER, NEB., MAN DEMANDS 
$2,000 OF UTAH STATESMAN. 


Writes a Letter Insisting That One 
. Hundred $20 Bills Be Mailed to Lock 
Box 484, Between the Leaves of Old 
Books and Magazines—Postofiice In- 
_spector Places Him Under Arrest 
and He Is Held Under Two Thousand 
Dollars Bonds. ; 


Omaha, Neb., March 8.—Ernest J. Wolter, 
a merchant of Schuyler, Neb,, who was ar- 
rested in that city by a United States Mar- 
shal on a charge of attempting to blackmail 
United States Senator Kearns of Utah was 
arraigned before United States Commission- 
er Anderson this afternoon. He waived 
preliminary hearing and was held to the fed- 
‘eral grand jury under $2,000 bonds. 

Three letters were written in connection 
with attempted blackmail. The first, on 
Feb. 19, was addressed to the newly elected 
Senator at Salt Lake. It made a demand 
for $5,000 and specified that it must be in 
$20 bills, and that Kearns must get a bundle 
of books and magazines and put the money 
between the leaves. It was threatened that 
_if this was not done the writer would take 
Kearns’ life, and that they would go to eter- 
nity together. The writer said he cared 
nothing about life unless he could have the 
money, and he directed that the amount be 
sent to Box 484, Schuyler, Neb. 


Threatens to Kidnap Children. 


Two days later, on Feb. 21, the same party 
wrote a letter to Mrs. Kearns demanding 
$1,200 at once and another $1,200 by Aug. 1. 
A threat of kidnaping her children was made 
a penalty for non-compliance, and the writer 
stated that he was an “ expert with dina- 
mite and nitro-glycerine.’’ 

These letters were put into the possession 
of Inspector Sullivan of Denver, who at 
once started for Sehuyler, arriving there on 
Tuesday. He called at the postoffice and 
inquired who had rented lock box 484, and 
was told that it had been rented by Ernest 
J. Wolter, the proprietor of a leading retail 
establishment of that city. 

The inspector also learned that the post- 
master at Rogers, Neb., had received a letter 
signed J. B,' Walker, asking if a lock box 
could be rented with a combination that 
could be opened hurriedly. The writer 
stated that he was a traveling man and had 
occasion to receive mail at Rogers and did 
not wish to ask for it. 


‘Implicates Another Man. 


* The Inspector confronted Wolter with this 
letter, and he admitted having written it, 
saying he had done so at the request of a 
traveling man named Walker, whose where- 
abouts were unknown, and Wolter’s arrest 
followed. ~ 

Wolter refuged to discuss the case further 
than to say that he is not guilty as charged. 
** The case may look bad upon its face,’’ he 
said, ** but I have no misgivings as to the out- 
come. There are other parties in this. That's 
all | care to say at present.’’ 

Wolter came to Schuyler from Salt Lake 
three years ago and opened a large dry goods 
establishment at the ldtteMplace, taking a 
prominent part in the business affairs of the 
community. 

He gave bond and returned to Schuyler this 
evening.

YAQUI BANDS INVADE MEXICO. 


Secret Society Opposed to President Diaz 
Is Believed Aiding Indians in 
the War. 


Phoenix, Ariz., March 8.—[ Special. ]— 
Armed and equipped from some source un- 
known, the Yaqui Indians in Arizona have 
begun what promises to be the most serious 
of all their uprisings. A dispatch from 
Guaymas says small parties continually are 
committing depredations in various sec- 
tions of Mexico, and the laborers in many 
mines are leaving work and going into the 
mountains. Near Mulatos two herders were 
killed by the Indians last Monday and a 
large party raided Garcia ranch, burning 
the buildings, and driving away cattle. 
Six troops of cavalry have been sent after 
the raiders, and an appeal! has been sent 
to the City of Mexico for more soldiers. . It 
is believed that arms and aid have been 
given the Indians by a secret society which 
is opposing President Diaz and which in- 
cludes several prominent offictals.

Stanley, Wis., Official Shot Down While 
Trying to Arrest Man Wanted 
for Wife Beating. 


Stanley, Wis., March 8.—Chief of Police 
John Moore was killed tonight while assist- 
ing the Deputy Sheriff of Clark County 
to arrest William Sowa, a Polander, living 
three miles northeast of here. Sowa's wife 
had sworn out a warrant for him for whip- 
ping her and threatening to kill her. The 
Deputy Sheriff asked Moore to go with him.

FAMOUS ROGUE IN TOILS. 


FORGER WHO TRIED TO SWINDLE | 


YALE PRESIDENT ENOWN. 


Ross Raymond, Noted for His Daring 
Work in Europe and America, Rec- 
ognized by the New York Police as 
an Old Offender—Many Have Been 
Taken In by the Gentlemantly Bear- 
ing of the Man Who Passed Himself 
Off as Noble. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.]—‘‘ Alfred 
Farsous,”’ the swindler who tried to persuade 
President Hadley of Yale to cash a $100 
eheck and who succeeded in getting from 
President Thomas L. James of the Lincoln 
National Bank $200 on a worthless check 
drawn on a Philadeiphia bank, turned out to 
be an old acquaintance of the New York po- 
lice, Ross Raymond. His picture is No. 1,695 
in the old rogues’ gallery. 

Raymond is aswindlerof international rep- 
utation. He was arrested in this city in 1886 
for check forging, and served two years in 
prison. On his release he went abroad, and 
in 1889 forged a bill of exchange in London, 
for which he served ten years. The next that 
was heard of him by Captain Titus was in 
December, 1899. He was sent to jail for two 
— in a Western town, also for swin- 

ng. 


Keeps Posted on Nobility/ 

Raymond had in his possession when ar- 
rested a copy of Who’s Who,” from which 
he undoubtedly obtained the information 
which enabled him to pose to his dupes as a 
nobleman. Raymond was this afternoon ar- 
raigned in the Jefferson Market Police Court 
and remanded to headquarters. 

In 1871 Raymond came to New York from 
Chicago. He served a term in jail for some 
petty offense, and wheh he was released 
went to Philadelphia and carried on exten- 
sive swindling operations there. He was 
about to be arrested, but escaped, and was 
next heard from in Alexandria, where he 
was masquerading as the *‘ war correspond- 
ent”’ of an English newspaper. He man- 
aged to borrow considerable money and dis- 
appeared. 


Poses as Khedive’s Secretary. 

A little later Raymond was in Paris, rep- 
resenting himself to be the private secretary 
of the Khedive of Egypt.. He made ex- 
tensive preparations to receive his employer, 
but the night before the Khedive was to ar- 
rive Raymond borrowed 3,000 francs from 
the hotel proprietor and fled. He has been 
arrested several times since then, but, al- 
though he assumed various aliases, he al- 
ways was recognized. 


Ross Raymond was known in Chicago fif- 
teen years ago On account of numerous op- 
erations by which he swindled hotelkeepers 
and business-men. One of the men duped 
by him was Melville E. Stone, then editor 
of the Morning News. Raymond, who is 
credited with being a capable -writer and a 
newspaper man of some ability, secured a 
contract with Mr. Stone and left Chicago 
with credentials from the News on special 
work. It soon was discovered that he was 
traveling as Eugene Field, and that in his 
wake was a continuous string of hotels that 
had been defrauded of accounts. As soon as 
his impositiédn became known he was dis- 
charged and Mr. Stone paid the accounts, as 
Raymond had been traveling with the cre- 
dentials of his newspaper. 

Raymond did not return to Chicago for 
a number of years, but afterwards was dis- 
covered in the city, engaged in similar op- 
erations. He is described by men who knew 
him in the city as a man of agreeable ap- 
pearance and one whose style gave him ad- 
vantage in the operations he conducted. 
It was said that his impositions were un- 
necessary, as he had the ability to support 
himself in his profession. | 


TIRED OF THE TRADES COUNCIL. 


Painters’ District Council Makes Plan to 
Withdraw a Special Order for 
Next Meeting. 


The Painters’ District council has made for 
a special order at its regular meeting next 
Thursday night the consideration of a propo- 
sition to withdraw from the Building Trades 
council. It is the last of the big trades re- 
maining with that body, and its withdrawal 
will leave.the council with only 2,500 mem- 
bers. The tndications are that even this 
number will soon be further reduced by the 
withdrawal of the Stonecutters’ union. 

The painters have an agreement with their 
contractors which has about another year to 
run. Their reason for wishing to withdraw 
lies in a growing sentiment among them 
against the payment of six cents per capita 
every quarter for their working cards. This 
payment amounts to about $175 every quar- 
ter, and the working cards are of no benefit 
to those taking them out. 

The painters have appointed a committee 
to meet with the committees of other trades, 
on the invitation s@nt out by the bridgemen. 
to consider forming another central body of 
the building trades. The stone cutters have 
done the same. 

The proposed new central body was the 
cause of a heated discussion at last night’s 
meeting of the Building Trades council. Some 
of the trades have not received invitations to 
send committees, and they protested.

Troops from Fort Go to Village 
for Liquor and Disorder Is 
the Result. 


ARMED GUARDS IN STREETS. 


Drunken soldiers from Fort Sheridan start- 
ed a riot at Highwood, during which a sa- 
loon was badly damaged and one recruit 
seriously beaten. Last night ten armed 
Deputy Marshals patroled.the streets of 
Highwood to prevent a repetition of the 
trouble. Two hundred or more soldiers from 
the fort were in the village till late at night. 

The riot, which occurred on Thursday 
night, was the first serious trouble to follow 
the closing of the post canteen. It also 
marked the first army pay day since liquor 
was barred from the government confines. 

The disorder started in the saloon of P. J. 
Benton, where twenty-five or more private 
soldiers had gathered. All had drunk a good 
deal, and after the first blow was struck 
the fight became general. Benton and his 
bartender tried to pacify the men but the 
attempt was vain. 

The row started between an artilleryman 

and an infantry recruit over the respective 
merits of their branches of the service. Beer 
glasses were hurled about the room and sev- 
eral of the combatants knocked down. Black 
eyes and bleeding noses were numerous. 
Finally a beer glass hurled at an infantry- 
man shattered the large plate glass window 
in. the front of the saloon. With that the 
crowd flied from the saloon. 
* On the way back to the fort the trouble 
broke out afresh, and Recruit Frank Ewing 
was badly beaten. Ewing was arrested by 
the post authorities yesterday morning but 
when the officer of the day saw him he de- 
cided the man had been punished sufficiently 
and he was discharged. 

While the fight was being waged in High- 
wood burglars broke into the tailor shop of 
H. D. Lee at Highwood and stole nearly $150 
worth of clothing. The grocery of Benton 
& Preston was entered also but nothing was 
stolen.

~ Rich Tract of Indian Land 
for Settlement. 


yORETHAN 3,000,000ACRES 


Part Reserved to Aborigines and 
a Double Allowance for 
Schools. 


00K FOR A GREAT RUSH. 


there is a change in the plans of the 
United States government over 3,000,000 
acres of fertile farm lands will be opened to 
settlement next summer adjoining the Okla- 
homa country. The lands heretofore have 
heen Known as the Kiowa, Comanche, and 

reservations and comprise some of 
the richest territory of the Indian country. 


The tract lies between southwestern Okla- 


foma, the Indian Territory proper, and 
Texas. Efforts have been made for the last 
ten years to open the lands for settlement 
and the government only recently has 
reached an agreement with the Indian own- 


ers. 
‘The opening will give the American home- 
seekers their last opportunity to select homes 
from a large body of governmentlands. For 
the lands have been almost unculti- 
yated, their owners being content to eke out 
an existence from a few acres, while large 
jes. have been leased to cattlemen and 
the remainder of the fertile lands have been 
unoccupied. Ever since the opening and s¢t- 
tlement of Oklahoma pressure has been 
brought to bear on the govérnment to pur- 
chase the Kiowa-Comanche country and open 
it to settlement. 


Provision Made for Indians. 


The government permits each Indian brave, 
gquaw, and pappooseée that was thirty days 
old or over when the bill passed on June 6, 
1900, to select a quarter section of land. This 
will take 470,000 acres, and the Indians are 
each given another 160 acres, to be allotted 
in large bodies for pastures, in total another 
470,000 acres. In addition the government 
pays to the Indians over $2,000,000 for the 
remainder of the land. This gives to each 
Indian, man, woman, and child over one 
month of age, $711. When the reservation 
finally is opened the Indian no longer will be 
the ward of the United States government. 
He will be forced to depend on his own ex- 
ertions the same as any other resident of the 
country. 

The officials of the Genera! Land office ex- 
pect that the lands will be opened to setile- 
-ment about Aug. lofthis year. By the terms 
of the act of Congress opening this vast re- 
gion, six months from June 6 last are allowed 
in which to make allotments, and the sur- 
plus lands must be opened within six months 
thereafter by proclamation of the President. 
The date has not yet been fixed, but there is 
little doubt that the official proclamation will 
be issued in near future. 


Will Repeat Oklaioma Opening. 

When the date is fixed all the scenes at- 
tendant on the opening of the Oklahoma 
q@untry are expected to be repeated. Tho- 
mands of anxious homeseekers will be en- 
camped on the border long before the day 
fixed when they can legally enter the coun- 
try. When the signai is given another wiid 
rush for homes is expectéd. Already thou- 
Wands have made known their intention of 
seeking a home in the new country and are 
making preparations to that end. 

For the last thirty years the United States | 
troops have been’ busy keeping prospectors 
and settlers out-of the ‘‘ promised lands,’’ as 
they have come to be known to those people 

' famillat with their fertile character. Re- 
pardiess of the vigilance of the troops, pros- 
péctors have eluded them and have carefully 
explored the lands from o side to the 
other. Those then who have n over the 
lands are now at the head of companies of 
settlers who have their plans made to locate | 
in some particular part of the territory which 
has been selected by the ‘‘ prospéector’”’ or 
guide.” 

Under the plan of allotment the United 
States government retains 70,000 acres of 
the land surrounding Fort Sill, the military 
post of the reservations. After this deduc- 
tion from the reservations and the allotment 
to the Indians is concluded there will remain 
over 10,000 homesteads of 160 acres each for 
settlement. It is estimated that 30,000 per- 
sons Will make the race, each to secure one 
of these homes. 


- Indian Commissioner Tells of It. 
‘Perhaps no better opinion of the country 
Cah be found than that which the United 
States Commissioner of Indian Affairs gave 
When the census of the tribes in this reserva- 
tion Was taken in 1800. He says: 

“i was my pleasure to accompany the 
enumerators through the different sections 
of this agency and to the various tribes, and 
1 Was enabled to observe the country, its re- 
sources, the people, and their condition.

___TRACT OF INDIAN LANDS SOON TO BE OPENED TO SETTLEMENT. 
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Ps ancee Cures Him of Habit Objection-

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at-the Land office, $1.25 an acre paid, anda 
patent is issued by the United States gov- 
ernment. This patent can be secured upon 
payment of $1.25 an acre at any time after 
an actual residence of fourteén months. A 
person is entitled to make entry only on one 
quarter section. 
Settlement may be made and land held 
three months without filing, or a settler may 
file first. Sections 13, 16, and 36in each town- 
ship are reserved for school, college, and 
building purposes and cannot be taken. 

The President will designate the county 
seats in his proclamation opening the coun- 
try. and there will be no race for town lots 
as heretofore, but they will be sold at auc- 
tion on the day of opening and the succeed- 
ing days to the highest bidder. No one will 
be allowed to purchase more than one busi- 
ness and one residence lot. 

The proceeds of these sales go to the coun- 
ty to erect a courthouse and improve the 
roads and build bridges. 


Mining Laws in Force. 


The mining laws are in force in the reser- 
vation. A claim is 600x1,500 feet. A pros- 
pector for minerals can file a mining claim 
on a homestead already filed on as a home- 
stead by another if mineral isin sight. The 
claim must be filed at the Register’s office, 
together with a copy of the notice posted on 
the land, and to hold the mining claim the 
claimant must do $100 worth of work each 
year. After $500 worth of improvements 
have been made on a claim a patent to it 
is issued by the government. A kindred ac- 
tion is needed on petroleum claims, and in 


must pay the government from $10 to $20 
an acre for it. 

At the corner of each township is set a 
stone or post with six marks on each of its 
four sides. Between these posts, on the north 
line and south line of each township, are 
five stones or posts set one mile apart, mark- 
ing the section corners, and having marks 
on the east and west sides that denote the 
number of miles each one is distant from 
the east or west township corner post. Be- 
tween the township corners, on the east line 


‘and west line of the township, are stones or 


posts, five in number, a mile apart, simi- 
larly marked, showing the number of miles 
distant from the north and south township 
corner stones. 

In the interior of each township, at every 
section corner, is a stone, making twenty- 
five in number, with marks on the east and 
south sides of each, and the number of 
marks denotes, respectively, the distance 
the stone sets from the east or south town- 
ship line, thereby Gxing at once the section 
corner it represents. The Indian allotments 
are being marked by new corner posts, easily 
distinguished from the old section corners. 
A double portion of common school, col- 
lege, and public school lands has been set 
aside for educational purposes in the reser- 
vation. 


BURNING SHIP CROSSES OCEAN. 


Collier Ajax Arrives at Norfolk, Va., 
with the Coal in One of Its Bunk 
ers Ablaze. 


Norfolk, Va., March 8.—Coal in No. 3 com- 
partment of the collier Ajax has been on fire 
since the vessel left Gibraltar, over three 
weeks ago. Returning from Manila the Ajax 
took on coal in No. 3 compartment at Port 
Said and at Malta for use on the homeward 
journey. The day after leaving Gibraltar

Enumeration for Illinois Reaches State 
Auditor in Advance of General Re- 
port—Tax Will Be Distributed on 
New Basis of Population—Board of 
Education Likely to Have Another 
Fight with City Controller Over R 
fusal to Sign Warrant. 


Chicago schools will be richer by $50,000 
or $75,000 the coming year because of ad- 
vance information on the school census. 
President Harris received a telegram last 
night stating that the census returns for 
Illinois had been sent to the State Auditor 
at Springfield in advance of the publication of 
the general report. The State Auditor had 
agreed to distribute the school tax on the 
basis of the new figures if they were fur- 
nished in time. President Harris and other 
school officials have been working to bring 
this result about, and, finally, through the 
services of Congressman McAndrews, have 


succeeded. 

County Superintendent Orville T. Bright 
and Superfntendent Cooley have estimated 
the increased revenue to Chicago schools at 
from $50,000 to $75,000. While the entire 
school tax will be increased to some extent, 
Chicago will be far more interested than any 
other part of the State. President Harris’ 
message did not state the figures for the in- 
crease in school population, but conveyed 
the information that these figures had been 
forwarded to the State Auditer. 

The beginning of another fight with City 
Controller Kerfoot was forecasted yesterday 
afternoon when it was reported to the Build- 
ing and Grounds committee that Mr. Ker- 
foot had refused to sign a warrant for $110,- 
000 for the purchase of a building site. 
Chairman Mark became indignant and said 
it was about time for’the board to find out 
where it stood in relation to the Controller. 
Controller Kerfoot objected to the warrant 
on the ground that a definite fund for school 
sites had not been set aside. Auditor Custer 
recommended that the Building and Grounds 
committee name a sum for that purpose. 
The trustees differed, and concluded to make 
Mr. Kérfoot come to their terms if possible.

TRUE STORY OF A SUICIDE | 
THAT WAS NOT COMMITTED. 


Leap from Clark Street Bridge, Daring 
Attempt at Rescue, Etc., the Inven- 
tion of Gamblers. 


This is a story of how two gamblers, an 
actor, and an alleged reporter ‘* bunkoed ”’ 
the Chicago police last Thursday morning 
into believing ‘‘ Harry Trent of London, 
England,” had thrown himself into the Chi- 
cago River, after losing all his money ata 
poolroom at Richton, Will County. The po- 
lice spent three hours dragging the river at 
Clark street before they became suspicious 
that they were the victims of a deception. 
The morning newspapers got the alleged 
news, too late to verify it carefully, from 
the actor, who claimed to have plunged in 
after the suicide, and who showed a wet 
suit of clothes to prove It. 

There has been ill-feeling on the part of the 
Du Page County gamblers toward the pro- 
prietors of the Richtén poolroom because 
the place has been unmolested. Frank Mc- 
Whorter, Frank MacAvoy, and other back- 
ers of the Du Page County poolroom have, it 
is said, been seeking to injure the Richton 
resort ever since their place was visited by 
a firebug. The suicide story, with its heart- 
rending note, telling how ‘ Trent’ lost his 
money at Richton, is said to have been 
thought out, with the aid of the actor and 
the alleged reporter, as the way to get even. 
It was figured that popular sentiment would 
be so stirred up in behalf of ‘‘ Trent's’ poor 
old mother in England that the Will County 
Sheriff would swoop down on the Richton re- 
sort and wipe it off the earth. 

As the story of the “ fake” leaked out 
yesterday, it appears the suicide was first 
planned to take place in Joliet. The alleged 
reporter was to place a mackintosh on some 
Desplaines River bridge in Joliet, with the 
farewell note pinned to it. The note, as 
written out,for the occasion, read thus: 

Chicago, arch 6, 1901.—My Dear Mother: 
May God forgive me for this act but there is 
nothing left for me to do. For the last week I 
have been wandering around Chicago penniless. 
What was left of my father’s fortune instead of 
using to better advantage I have gambled on the 
races at a place near Chicago called Richton. How 
I wish I “had taken your advice, but too late now. 
Forgive me and farewell. Your son, HARRY. 

Joliet is, of course, the home of the Wil) 
County Sheriff, and only twenty miles from 
Richton, so it was supposed the good people 
of Joliet would force the Sheriff to shut up 
the poolroom. 

However, the Richton people were watch- 
ful. Uarry Perry and others interested there 
learned of the “ fake "’ suicide scheme a few 
hours before it was to be made public, and 
when the news that Trent had jumped off the 
Joliet bridge was ** tipped off "' to the Chicago 
afternoon papers they already knew of the 
deception. -Then the disappointed boss gam- 
bilers tried another tack. 
George E. Beban, an actor 
“coon” songs at a local music hall, was let 
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into the scheme. This actor knows advertis- 
ing when he sees it, so he borrowed a mack- 
intosh, and the Joliet note was copied so as 
to look fresh. Early on Thursday morning 
the mackintosh, neatly folded, was tucked 
away on the Clark street bridge, with the 
heartrending farewell note tied to it. Then 
Beban put on an old suit of clothes and pre- 
pared for the thrilling. plunge that was to 
follow. Somewhere in the neighborhood of 
the Clark street bridge he stepped into the 
shadows and the alleged reporter ducked him 
with three bucketsful of water. — 

The rest was easy. The actor reported the 
matter to the police, and Beban showed his 
wet clothes as a proof that he had made a 
Steve Brodie plunge. The police got out their 
grappling frons and clawed among the ice 
cakes at the Clark street bridge for hours. 
The newspapers, which were at the point of 
going to press when Beban “jumped,” had 
to print brief “ stories’’ without verifying 
them. - Yesterday the truth leaked out. There 
— no suicide, no rescue, no public indigna- 
tion. 

The Richton poolroom is still unmolested.

SENT TO ARIZONA TO CHECK IN- 
ROADS OF CONSUMPTION. 


W. H. Laird, the Well-Known Turf- 
man, Dies at New Orleans of Loco- 
motor Ataxia—One Favorite Only 
Lands in Front in the Crescent City 
Races—Dissolute Captures the Mile 
and Seventy Yards at 2 to 1—No End 
of Coast Turf War Is in Sight. 


New Orleans, La., March 8.—[{Special.]— 
Jockey Richard Clawson, who was one of the 
most successful jockeys in the country two 
years ago, passed through New Orleans to- 
night on his way to Arizona. Clawson is dy- 
ing of consumption, and is taking the journey 
in the hope of prolonging his life. The dts- 
ease was brought on by trying to keep down 
his increasing weight, and he was obliged to 
give up during the Saratoga meeting last 
year, when he had several hemorrhages. .

CHOYNSKI IS STILL IN TEXAS JAIL, 


Not Relieved by Failure of Grand Jury 
to Find a True Bill. 


Galveston, Tex., March 8.—Unexpected develop- 
ments marked the habeas corpus hearings of pugi- 
lists Choynski and Johnson, charged with prize 
fighting, which was heard before Judge Allen of the 
Criminal Court today. Before the time for the 
hearing, when Choynski, Johnson, and their at- 
torneys were in the courtroom, the grand jury 
came in and submitted a written report that it 
had investigated the case against Choynski and 
Johnson and had found no bill against them. The 
law states that a person shall not be discharged 
upon failure of the grand jury to find an indict- 
ment until after the grand jury has adjourned for 
the term.. The habeas corpus hearing was then 
begun. The bond of $5,000 fixed by the Judge 
of the Corporation Court was reduced to $2, 
each. The case will go to the Court of Criminal 
Appeals. In default of bond the pugilists were 
committed to jail. 


“OPEN DOOR ” FOR HEAVY WEIGHTS. 


Minnesota Senator Introduces a Bill 
Legalizing Prize Fighting. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 8.—[Special.]—Senator 
Ryder today introduced a/ybill to legalize prize- 
fighting in Minnesota. It permits pugilistic con- 
tests with five-ounce gloves and does not limit 
the number of rounds. The bill is so worded 
as to favor athletic and similar associations now 
under the ban of the present law, and if it is 
enacted there will be no possible legal way of 
preventing finish fights in Minnesota, and would 
open the doors to all the Jeffries and Ruhlins.

| CHRIS” L. MAGEE OF 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 8 —[Special.j— 
State Senator Ch pher Lyman Magee, 
Republican political leadef of. Pittsburg, 
died at his Harrisbirg homé late this after- 
- noon. For two years he had been suffer- 
ing from cancer, which attacked him dur- 
ing the exciting fight against the reélection 
of United States Senator M. 8. Quay. He 
ignored the advice of physicians to go 
where he could rest and be cured. He 
thought the anti-Quayites needed his per- 
' $Onal services to direct the fight. 

When the Legislature hi: 
, Magee had prevented Quay’s return to the 
Senate, but the disease hAd gone so far 
that it was incurable. His death was has- 
tened by. the passage of Quay’s charter bill 

ripping e's frignds-out. of office. 

The bill, which gives Pittsburg and Al- 
legheny new charters, was passed last 
Thursday. Magee worried so much over 
it that his health took a sudden turn for the 
worse, and he had Been sinking ever since. 
Few knew of this until today. With him 
when he died were Mrs. Magee and other 
relatives who had been summoned yes- 
terday. 

This session of the Legislature had little 
interest for Magee. He was in his seat as 
State Senator’ only twice, and that was to 
vote against Quay. When the latter was 
elected, despite the opposition of the anti- 
Quayites, Magee had a relapse.

was Christopher L. Magee, and his mother 
Elizabeth Steel, an’ English girl who came 
to this country at the age of 5 years. When 
a boy Magee attended the Grant public and 
the. Pittsburg Céntral High Schools. From 
the latter he was graduated to the Western 
University. His first employment was 
with Park McCurdy & Co., steel manufac- 
turers, as an office boy. 

After a brief service with the steel com- 
pany Magee secured a clerkship in theCity 
Controller's office, and devoted his earn- 
ings to help support the family, his father 
having died. From his mother he received 
his best training, and she was for the next 
twenty-five years his most trusted and be- 
loved adviser. In 1869 he was made cashier 
of the city treasury, and in 1871, at the age 
of 23, he was elected Treasurer of the city, 
receiving 2,600 more votes than the candi- 
date for Mayor on the Republican ticket. 
He again was elected to the office in 1874. 
It is claimed for him that while Treasurer 
and shortly afterward he had the city debt

In the national convention of 1892 Magee 
was ane of the supporters of Benjamin 
Harrison, after having tendered his aid to 
Blaine and been snubbed by him, it is said. 

Mr. Magee was re#lected to the State 
Senate in 1896, being the regular nominee 
of the Republicans and Democrats. In 
1900 he was reélected for the term this 
winter. 

Mr. Magee was President of the Consoli- 
dated Traction company, and was a direct- 
or in numerous local banks, trust compa- 

mes, and insurance companies. He was 
also the President of Mercy Hospital, an 
institution to which he was the chief con- 
tributor, and in which he took an especial 
interest. He was the principal owner of 
the Pittsburg Times, a newspaper that he 
acquired after he succeeded the late Rob- 
ert W. Mackey to the management of Re- 
publican politics in Pittsburg. 

Mr. Magee was married twenty-six 
years ago to Hleanor G. Gillespie, They 
never had any children, and lived in a 
handsome mansion, the Maples, at Forbes 
‘avenue and Halket streets. Shortly be- 
fore his fatal illness Mr. Magee insured his 
life for $1,000,000, making his wife his 


beneficiary.

CHICAGO COMMERCIAL CLUB EN- 
TERTAINED AT PHOENIX. 


Board of Trade at Arizona City Ar- 
ranges Broncho Busting and Steer 
Tying Contests for Visitors—Cow- 
boys Battle with Maddened Beasts 
and Show Their Skill with Lariat 
and in the Saddle — Excursionists 
Move Toward Coast. 


Pheenix, Ariz., March 8.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago Commercial club today beheld one 
of the most. sensational Wild West exhibi- 
tions of brogcho busting and steer tying ever 
witnessed in the Southwest. Cowboys fresh 
from ranges and herds of wild steers and 
tough mustangs were collected in a large 
inclosure, and for three hours the feats of 
the vaqueros excited the guests from Chi- 
cago. 

‘Inclemen weather did not dampen the 
ardor of the Chicagoans or hinder the novel 
entertainment, prepared by the Phoenix 
Board of Trade. Rain interfered with the 
Indian features, including bow and arrow 
shooting and foot racing. Joe Basse@®, the 
famous Western cowboy; won the broncho 
busting contest, and One-Eyed” Riley 
took second prize. One animal under Jim 
Bishop jumped the corral and horse and 
rider fell in a heap on the other side, but 
when the spectators regained their breath, 
the horse was again pitching ferociously 
with the rider clinging to the saddle. John 
Moore was thrown fifteen feet in the air and 
was seriously injured. 


Battle with Angry Steers. 
Intense excitement attended the steer 
tying contest. It was really a series of bat- 
tles between vaqueros and maddened beasts. 
One cowboy, Joe Davis, grasped the horns of 
his quarry, when his lariat snapped, and for 
five minutes he was tossed about in the air, 


_ vainly struggling to throw the steer and 


save his own life. Vaqueros came to his 
rescue, and he was so exhausted he was car¢ 
ried from the field, wounded in several places. 
Ropes broke, steers fought horses and 
men; cowboys, when dismounted, threw 
beasts by their tails or horns, and, although 
lives were jeopardized repeatedly, the mar- 
velous dexterity and skill of the men from 
the ranges saved them. ; 

Oscar Roberts won the one steer tying con- 
test, tying his animal in 32% seconds and 
scraping the world’s record. :

‘ARGUE A WHITECAP CASE 


SALEM, IND., EDITOR, WHO SUED 
28 MEN, IN COURT. 


‘Push Motion to Strike Out Items 
from Complaint Which ‘Charges 
Conspiracy—Judge Takes Matter Un- 
der Advisement After Hearing the 
Statements of Opposing Attorneys— 
Claims Made by the Contestants. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The suit of David A. Jennings against twen- 
ty-eight citizens of Salem, Washington 
County, for $200,000 damages, was before 
Judge Baker in the United States Court to- 
day. Argument was heard on a motion by 
the defendants to strike out fourteen items 
in the complaint. 

The plaintiff nfakes numerous ¢harges of 
conspiracy against the defendants, alleging 
that while he was an editor they ruined his 
business, undertook to break up ‘his home, 
destroyed the health of members of his fam- 
ily, whitecapped him, and finally forced him 
to leave the State. 

Attorney Asa Elliott, for the defense, said 
the purpose of the motion was to clear the 
complaint of charges and statements on 
which no action could be taken by the court, 
and, if the motion was sustained, it would 
save bringing hundreds of witnesses to In- 
dianapolis. Articles in Salem newspapers 
which Jennings held to be slanderous, the 
attorney said, would have to bé set forth, 
and ‘he said no statement was made by the 
complaint that they were false. If the plain- 
tiff, he said, had lost a contract for public 
printing, he should not come into the United 
States Court and grumbleaboutit. He made 
no charge, it was argued, that the contract 
was lilegaily let to another. That the news- 
papers combined in assailing Jennings in 
slanderous articles, it was held, was not sub- 
ject to a judicial inquiry. It was also argued 
that it was beyond the power of the court to 
inquire into the efforts of defendants to have 
Jennings expelled from the Masonic lodge. 
Of other charges in the complaint, it was 
alleged, there was an absence of issuable 


facts. 
Attorney W. V. Rooker said the court would 


be required to read the complaint to deter- 
mine whether issuable facts are averred or 
are mere conclusions. The conspiracy, he 
said, is one conspiracy embracing within 
its scope numerous transactions, and if such 
be the fact, one suit is sufficient. He also 
said the question of statute of limitations can- 
not be properly raised by a motion to strike 


out. 
The court finally took the whole matter un- 


der advisement. 


DISCIPLINE FOR ATHENS MINERS 


Branch of the Illinois United Mine 
Workers Suspended Ninety 
Days for Rioting. 


SpringfieHi, Ill., March 8.—{Special.]—The 
joint conference of the miners and operators 
of the State, which is now in session in this 
city, today approved the report of a joint 
committee, which recommended that the 
Athens local of the United Mine Workers of 
America be suspended for ninety days. Asa 
result the Athens miners will not de recog- 
nized as union men during that period, and 
will not be permitted to work in any of the 
mines of the State. ° 

The offense of the Athens miners was that 
they engaged in a riotous demonstration last 
night and drove Mine Manager W. W. Wiil- 
iams out of the town. They surrounded his 
hotel and threatemed to kill him, and it was 
only when he promised to leave the village 


that they dispersed.

CHICAGOAN FINDS A CAVERN. 


H. F. Forest Discovers Wonderful Cave 
_ in Washington Containing Two 
Giant Human Bodies. 


Tacoma, Waseh., March 8.—[S§pecial.]—H. 
F. Forest, a miner from Chicago, who 
was prospecting in the Cascade Mountains 
last summer, claims to have dis- 
covered a wonderful cavern in the foot- 
hills in the eastern part of Lewis County. 
The cavern is twelve feet in height and from 
eight to fifty or sixty feet in width. The 
walls have been polished and contain hiero- 
glyphics and figures that were made by hu- 
man hands. The main passage was ex- 
plored for five miles, and passages led off 
in many directions from-the main cavern, in 
one of which was boiling water, and in other 
parts there were ice caves. 

Two tubs had been cut into the stone near 
these springs. In this same passage was 
a well about thirty feet deep, and around 
the well a circular stairway led to the bot- 
tom. After devious winding about the bot- 
tom of the well an immense underground 
lake was discovered, and at every entrance 
was a canoe, apparently made of cedar, 
petrified, chained to a heavy metal staple 
driven in the wall. 

Another passage leading from the main 
boulevard led the explorer to flights of stone 
steps leading down about sixty feet. At 
the bottom was a long passageway ten feet 
or more wide and of about equal height. On 
a huge siab, side by side, were two human 
figure-. one that of a woman measuring 
over seven feet in length, and the other 
of a man seven feet and ten inches long. 
Both bodies were frozen solid and in a per- 
fect state of preservation. The cave is rich 
with splendid white gold quartz, and*there 
is much copper.

Boston Lawyer Sues Miss Maude Poole, 
_ the Actress, to Recover En- 
gagement Gifts. 


Boston, Mass., March 8.—[Specfal.]—Miss 
Maude Poole, who plays Coralie in Jefferson 
de Angelis’ operatic comedy, ‘‘A Royal 
Rogue,”’ is in trouble on account of a suit 
brought by her former flancé to recover 
valuables given her when they were en- 
gaged. On Wednesday afternoon she was 
arrested on a civil process, and only es- 
caped going to jail by finding property-own- 
ers in Boston willing to go bail for her. The 
prosecutor of the suit is William Gray 
Brooks, a Boston lawyer. *Two years ago 
Miss Poole was in Boston with Francis Wil- 
son, and at that time met Mr. Brooks.

EX-CADET TELLS OF HAZING. 


Former West-Pointer Declares His Eyes 
Injured by a Kick and by 
Hot Sauce. 


Boston, Mass., March 8.—[Special. ]—Fred- 
erick Kensel of Somerville claims to be an- 
other victim of the hazing practices at West 
Point. He recently resigned his cadetship 
at the military academy and returned home, 
failing eyesight being assigned as the cause. 
He entered West Point on June 13. Ac- 
cording to his story, while standing on his 
head, a test for the “ plebes,” he was 
kicked in the right eye, possibly accidentally, 
by an upper class man. A few days later, 
while attempting to swallow tabasco sauce, 
he choked, and it went over his handkerchief.

BELIEVED ILLINOIS CENTRAL 
WILL ABSORB TWO ROADS. 


Minneapolis and St. Louis and the Iowa 
_ Central Soon to Pass Under the Con- 
trol of the Greater System, Which 
Will Then Have Something Like 
5,000 Miles of Track—More Rumors 
Concern the Monon—Other Affairs of 
the Rail, 


~ 


It is conceded that the Illinois Central will 
in a short time secure possession of the Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis and also of the Iowa 
Central. Control of the latter road has lately 
been acquired by the Minneapolis and St. 
Louls. A factor that tends to delay the deal 
is the prosperity of the Minneapolis and 8t. 
Louis. Last January the dividend on the 
common stock was increased to 2 per cent, 
and all indications point to net earnings that 
will justify that rate. Negotiations, how- 
ever, are said to be progressing favorably 
and the deal is on the verge of completion. 

The Minneapolis and St. Louis is now held 
by parties largely interested in the Southern 
Pacific, who would rather have the Illinois 
Central get possession of the road than any 
other interest. Close traffic relations now 
exist between the two companies. The IIli- 
nois Central now finds an outlet to St. Paul 
over the Minneapolis and St. Louis and the 
latter uses the Illinois Central tracks from 
Fort Dodge to Omaha. . 

The Minneapolis and St. Louis runs from 
Minneapolis to Angus, IJa., and together with 
three branches has a mileage of 8365. The 
Iowa Central has a total mileage of 509. The 
acquisition of the two roads would add 874 
miles of road to the Illinois Central, which 
system already controls something over 4,000 
miles of road. r

of $383,028,497, while in the four years since 

his inauguration exports have exceeded im- 
ports by $2,150,000,000. 

This remarkable contrast in the figures of 
the four years under President McKinley 
as compared with the period of 107 years im- 
mediately preceding is accounted for by the 
fact that in the first three-quarters of that 
period the imports were much greater than 
the exports, while the excess of exports came 
only during the final quarter of that term, 
thus making the net excess of the entire 
period less than the avefage excess during 
the last four years.

His defense was not considered sufficient 
by the court, which found him guilty and 
recommended his dismissal. 

The papers in the case have been examined 
by the Judge Advocate General of the army, 
who has-recommended the approval of the 
findings and sentence.* The case is now be- 
fore Lieutenant General Miles for his com- 
ment and will go to the President for final 
action. It is possible that the sentence may

Washington, D. C., March 8.—Charges have 
been preferred to the Navy department by 
Captain Charles H. Davis, superintendent of 
the United States Naval Observatory, 
against Professor Stimson J. Brown, head 
of the mathematical branch of the observa- 
tory, who is an officer of the navy with the 
rank of Captain.

FOR A DIRECTORY OF NATION. 


List of Every Person in the Country, 
with Addresses and Occupations, 
Is Proposed. 


p Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special.]— 
It is now proposed that a directory shall be 
issued which will give the name, address, 
and occupation of every person in the United 
States, as shown by the Census office re- 
turns. This could not be done without a 
special act of Congress, and all personal in- 
formation is presumed to be kept secret, but 
it is not anticipated that any objection cauld 
be made to the publication of the names, 
addresses, and occupations. Whether such 
a scheme could be executed by private par- 
ties would depend upon the favor of Con- 
gress. To prepare such a directory would 
cast several million dollars were it not for the 
fact that so much of, the preliminary work 
has been done. A private firm could take 
the data and prepare such a directory and 
issue it at a cost of less than $100,000. It is 
believed they could be prepared and pub- 
lished by the government for from $100 to 


$150 a set.

NEW SENATOR FROM MONTANA| 


Paris Gibson, Democrat, who was elected 
United States Senator for the short term by 
the Montana Legisiature early yesterday 
morning, is the founder of the Town of Great 
Falls, Mont., and one of the leading capital- 
ists of the State. He was born at Brownficid, 
Me., on July 1, 1830. His father was a farmer 
and lumberman. He graduated from Bow- 


doin College in 1851 and soon thereafter was | 


elected to the Maine Legislature, 

In 1858 he removed to Minneapolis, Minn., 
where, in association with W. W. Eastman, 
he built the Cataract flour mill, the first in 
the city, and operated the North Star woolen 
mills. He met with reverses during the 
panie of 1873, and in 1879 removed to Fort 
Benton, Mont., where he engaged in sheep 
raising. He was among the first in that 
region to take up the industry and has con- 
tinued the business with profit. In 1882 he 
visited the falls of the Missouri River, and, on 
examining.‘the resources of the surrounding 
country, was impressed with the advantages 
of the. place for a city, because of its unlim- 
ited water power, its deposits of coal, and 
extent of agricultural and grazing lands. 
With James J. Hill of St. Paul he acquired 
title to the town site and coal lands, and tn 
1884 founded a town and named it Great Falls. 
By the completion of the St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis and Manitoba railroad to that point in 
1887 a great stimulus was given to the town, 
which increased to a city of 18,000 inhab- 
itants. To Mr. Gibson is due its splendid 
public park system, the first in the North- 
west. He was organizer of the Great Falls 
Water Power and Town Site company and 
has been active in the support of every enter- 
prise in the city. He has much of his wealth 
invested in’ the gold, silver, iron, and coal 
industries of the surrounding region. 

He was a delegate to the Montana Constitu- 
tional convention in 1889 and was Senator 
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from Cascade County to the first Legisla- 
ture, where he advocated the consolidation 
of all State instjtutions for liberal educa- 
tion. under the name of the University of 
Montana. | 

‘His library is the largest in the city. His 
wife is active in literary and educational cir- 
cles and is the founder of the Valleria Pub- 
lic Library of Great Falls. She is a daughter 
of Jesse Powell Sweat of Brownfield, Me. 
They have four children.

Bills Were introduced as follows: 2: 


By Riess of Randolph—Providing that tn. prose-. 
cutions against corporations under the‘anti-trust 
law the officers of such corporations may be com- 
pelled to bring books and documents into court 
as evidence, but providing’ that such evidence 
shall not be used in any prosécution against them 
as individuals. The eet makes it the duty of 
the State's Attorneys of the several counties 
of the State to bring suiteAgsinst cerpprations 
under the anti-trust law, andadds imprisonment 
in the county jail for from six to twelve months 
to the penalty already provided for the violation of 
such law. The btil also provides that persons 
who are injured because of the connection of any 
corporation with a trust may be entitled to re- 
cover double the amount of his damage from 
such corporation. . 

Also a bill providing that sales of land made 
for delinquent taxes under the drainage act shall 
be made either at the courthouse or on the land 
sold at the discretion of the commissioners. It 
also provides for feur weeks’ notice of such sale, 
the notice to include a description of the land 
and the place, day, and hour of the sale. 


Grand Jury to Hear Both Sides. 


By Jones of Cook—Amiending section 406, chap- 
ter 8, of the criminal] code, so as to declare it to 
be the duty of a grand jury to hear witnesses in 
behalf of the defense as well as witnesses on be- 
half of the State.

“The Mushroom Book.” By Nina Mar. 
Doubléday, Page & Co. 

What would the world be without mush- 
foome? It would be at least a quite different 
world from what it is, and considerably less 
enjoyable. Juvenal telis of an old Roman 
mushroom enthusiast Who exclaimed: “‘ Keep 
your corn, utryoKe the oxen, O Lybia, provid- 
only you send us mushrooms!” And Hor- 
ace records his opinion that mushrooms 
grown in the fields are best, and that one can 
have but little faith in other kinds. 

How to distinguish mushrooms .-that are 
edible from those that are poisonous is a 
matter requiring definite and exact know]- 
edge. Mise Marshall in her “ Mushroom 
Book” undertakes to explain and make 


lear the signs by which one may tell the one 


‘kind from the other. These signe are so 
carefully. set forth in both well-written text 
and admirable illustration that the danger 
of mistake is at least decidedly lessened. | 

>” But mushrooms, or fungi, are by no means 
of interest only to the epicure. They offer 
B Wide range of objects for the fascination 
of the scientific student. Nor are they al- 
ways to be classed with the “grisly toad- 


beauty.

they produce spores, jnstead—fine, dust-like 
particles, which are borne in speeial._places on 
the mature plant, whether that plant be a 
mol@ or mildew, a toadstool, puff-ball, or 
bracket. The cup of a mushroom placed 
right side up om a piece of paper, under an 
inverted glass, will print with its spores a 


picture of. the radiating ee A 
slight blow on @ puff-pall a puff 
of smoke-like dust to rise from jJt—the dust 
being really nothing but millions of @pores, 
that have ripened inefde the puff-bali and are 


ready to grow into new plants when they fall 


on favorable soil. 

There are some 35,000 wpecies of fungi 
known to botanists, but since,al) these may 
be put in one or another.of three general 
groups or classes the identification and nam- 
ing of any particular species is not difficult. 
How to do this the author, by aid of illustra- 
tions and skiliful typographical forms, has 
admirably explained, The book in its en- 
tirety is of true excellence, containing, as it 
does, 143 illustrations, many of which are 
most delicately colored, and giving a com- 
plete scientific classification and description 
of all the more important varieties of edible 
and noxious mushrooms and fungt. 


An Apology for Preaching. 

“ EBudemon: Spiritual and Rattfonal;” By 

the Rev. David Newpart. J. B. Lippin- 
cott & Co. 

The author of “ Eudemon”’ states that. 
he had not intended publishing his book 
during his lifetime, but now having entered 
on his seventy-eighth year and standing at 
the portals of the new century, he has de- 
termined to give it to the world, thinking 
that it might be of as much use now as at 
any future time to tell ‘‘ how he came to be 
@ minister of the gospel of Eudemon.” 

The author is a Quaker. He therefore is 
a believer in the fact that nothing is really. 
more natural than that a man, a human 
spirit, should be taken possession of and 
freely illuminated, empowered, and led by 
the Divine Spirit. The author’s ancestors 
for some 200 years were members of the 
Society of Friends. It was not until after 
he had married and located on a farm that 
he began at times to feel moved by the Spirit 
to speak in meeting. ,The gradual growth 
of his intelligence, of his convictions, and 
of his power is described with frankness and 
modesty. The extraordinary natural vigor 
of the man along with his strong experiences 
often caused him to be a disturber-of the 
peace of his more quiescent and easy-going 
neighbors and associates. Under the infiu- 
ence of the heavenly “ demon” within him, 
he everywhere became a social and a re- 
ligious force that had to be reckoned with. 
Those who have ever known the mam cannot 
fail to be especially interested in his book. 


The Story of a Hero. 
“The Life of Zwingli.”’ 
Samuel M. Jackson.

This biography of the great Swiss reformer 
is number five in the Putnam series of 
“Heroes of the Reformation.”” As a vivid 
story of the mangas well as a thorough‘ty 
studied history of the time in which he lived, 
the book is one of positive merit. Men like 
Luther and Erasmus had’ begun their great 
work—the revival of religion, iad followed 
the revival of learning. The new knowled 
of Greek had opened the way directly and 
freely to the New Testament. The intel- 
lectual emancipation, had begun to be as- 
serted, and Zwingli and some others in South . 
Germany and in German Switzerland felt the 
new moveme"™*.' Zwingli began his preach- 
ing in Zurich in 1522. Added to his learning, 
his vital faith, and his eloquence asa preach- , 
¢i, was a winning personality, that gained- 
him favor and followers. 

These facts and how Zwingli naturally rose 
to leadership, and how this leadership as 
naturally brought him into all manner of 
controversies and strenuous conflicts, politi- 
cal as well as ecclesiastical, are shown with 
a fine mastery of his subject by Professor 
Jackson.

” Adelbert Count Sternberg, the Austrian officer 


who fought with the Boers for some time at the 
beginning of the south African war, recently pub- 
lished in Vienna his *‘ Reminiscences and Experi- 
ences in the Boer War.’’ The book is to appear in 
a few weeks in English translation, with ea prefa- 
tory article by Lieutenant Colonel G. F. R. Hen- 
derson, the author of ‘‘ Stonewall Jackson and the 
American Civil War.’’ 


Barly next month there will be published simul- 
taneously in English and in this country, ‘‘ Robert 
Louis Stevenson, a Life Study in Cricitism,’’ by 
H. B. Baildon, at present lecturer on English lit- 
erature in the University of Vienna. Mr. Baildon, 


*who was a schoolmate of Stevenson, not only in- 


dicates the nature and quality,. but also the range 
and extent of the great novelist’s achievements. 
The volume contains a complete bibliography of 
Stevenson's books and of books and articles on 
Stevenson, while two portraits, one never before 
published, add to the attractiveness of the volume. 


A work of uncommon interest will be ‘‘ A History 
of Criticism,’’ by the well known authority on sub- 
jects critical—Mr. George Saintsbury. This will be 
the first work in English of this kind, the history 
of criticsm being presented continuously through 
Greek and Latin antiquity, the middle ages and 
modern days, not in separate essays on various 
critical tendencies and theories, but in a minute 
and thoroughgoing history based on a detailed ex- 
amination of each separate text. The student will 
find in this book an exhaustive analysis of and 
commentary on every critical dogma from Aristotle 
and Longinus to Matthew Arnold and Sainte- 
Beuve. 


Andrew's ‘‘ Manual of the Constitution has 
long been recognized as a standard text book, and 
the many teachers and students with whom it 
has been deservedly popular will welcome a new 
edition, just published by the American Book 
company. The work has been thoroughly revis2d 
by Homer Morris of the Cincinnati bar, although 
great care has been taken to keep to the original 
design of the book. It hae been brought up to date 
in all particulars, including espscially the more 
recent interpretation of the constitution by the 
courts and the more important statutes, calculated 
to produce permanent political effects. 


John La Forge, a master of arts, is a teacher 
whom it is always worth while to hear—if one has 
that privilege—or to read. The Macmillan com- 
pany publishes “under the title of ‘‘ Considerations 
on Painting,’’ the lectures delivered by him some 
time ago at the Metropolitan Museum of New 
York. These lectures relate to essential divisions 
of the work of art—personality and choice; sug- 
gestion and intention, misapprehensions of mean- 
ing, illusions,.and sincerity. The exquisite subtle- 
ty and the lucidity which equally characterize th 
thinking of this artist and art teacher give a cha 
and value to his words that are easier to appreciate 
than to describe. 

The latest additions to the **‘ What Ig Worth 
While * series, published by Thomas Y. Crowell 
& Co., are Ambassador Choate’s address on Abra- 
ham Lincoln, delivered before the Edinburg Philo- 
sophical Institution on Nov. 18, 1900, and Lord 
Rosebery’s Rectorial address, delivered before 
the students of the University of Glasgow about 
the same time. Mr. Choate’s address is both a 
consummate eulogy of Lincoln and a noble de- 
fense of democracy and should be read by every 
school boy and girl in this country for years to 
come. rd Rosebery gives a most solemn and 
most significant presentation of the duties of im- 
perialism. Rarely have true English humor and 
utter seriousness been more wisely blended than in 
this eloquent message to manhood the world over. 


The title of a book of travel that promises to 
prove of importance, and that will soon leave the 
press, is “‘ Abyssinia; Through the Lion Land to 
the Court of the Lion of Judah.’’ The author is 
Herbert Vivian, who says in his preface: ‘“‘Apart 
from their history and origin, Abyssinians afford a 
Sueeneateny study as the only African people who 
may one day defy and even rival European civill- 
zation. Nobody knows and everybody wants to 
hnow what the attitude of Abyssinia is likely to be 
toward ourselves and our rivals. I hope to be able 
to throw some light upon this point, for I have 
talked with all sorts and conditions of men in Abys- 
sinia, f the Emperor Menelik II. dewn to mem- 
bers of what might be called the young Abyssinian 
party, who wish to introduce all the barbarism of 
civilization into a land which has remained un- 

ed since the days of the Queen of Sheba, mother 
Meénelik I.” 


A second edition of John Coleman Kenworthy’s 
‘“The Anatomy of Misery (Small, Maynard & 
Co.), places that thorbughly interesting book 
within the reach of the multitude. No changes 
in the text have: been made, and the author’s 
own work.remains intact. But the present edition 
contains a short introduction by. Toistoi and an 
appendix which is devoted to the correspondence 
ooncerning the purport of the book between Dr. 
Alfred Russell Wallace and the author. J. A. 
Hobson, the English economist, characterized the 
contents of the work by a sentence when he eaid 
it was ‘Ruskin reduced to a system.” It is 
more than ordinarily valuable for two reasons: 
Its entire argument is founded on elementary 
Christian ethics, and it is a native English growth,

The Fight Was Apparently Hopeless, 
Now All Ils Diferent—What a News 
Beat Coste-New Theory of Special 
Articles—A Look Into the Future. 

They called it hopeless only a short time 
since, this fight of editors and publishers to 
please people with papers that came out 
every seven days (instead of every thirty), 
printing pictures and stories and something 
of the news. People‘ didn’t want weekly 
papers, wouldn't buy weekly papers, said 
the wise ones, and looked with almost com- 

miseration on each new champion of such a 

venture, prophesied his downfall, wagered 

on the nearness of it, demonstrated that he 
must be ground to ruin -between the ten- 
cent monthly and the one-cent daily. 

Now, when all is different and the fight is 
practically won, I find pleasure in consider- 


} ing the new conditions of weekly journalism 


and contrasting ‘them with old conditions, . 
pointing out what is apparent now, though 
the wise ones ignored it; that the weeklies 
of a few years back failed, in the main, be- 
cause they deserveil to fail, because they 
were bad in illustratien, worse in text, and 
dull, dull, so dull that a man would scarcely 
look at any of them if it were sent him free, 
much less spend money for it. 

But the way to-better things has been 
pointed out and followed in at least one 
case, which I would take now as my text. 
Here is Collier’s Weekly, strong and pros- 
pering today, but counted of modest worth 
or consequence not so long ago. Why? 
How comes it that this periodical has 
opened the century with a circulation that 
has increased from 86,000 per week in Jan- 
uary, 1896, to 250,000 per week in January, 
1901, with an advertising revenue that has 
increased from $10,000 for the year 1896, to 
$200,000 for the year 1900? Is it luck? Is 
it a fad of the public? The wise ones know 
there must be more than that. 7 

The secret of this sudden vrowth is a 
very simple one. With the dawn of 1898 the 
management came to the conclusion that 
people knew the difference between real 
and sham, that they want solid excellence, 
and are willing to pay for it. Solid excel- 
lence in a weekly illustrated magazine 
meant, to their mind, fiction by the foremost 
writers of fiction, no matter the cost; also 
articles on current topics by the men best 
qualified to speak on them, no matter how 
highly placed; also drawings by artists of 
literally the first repute; and, finally, a pre- 
sentation of the world’s most noteworthy 
happenings by correspondents on the spot, 
and able to turn the world upside down or 
inside out to get them. That was the pro- 
gramme, nothing less, and clever young men 
of the right sort (ah, but this is a young 
man’s age!) were brought in to help in its 
execution. I think we may dwell with ad- 
vantage upon the plans conceived by these 
young men and the manner of their carrying 
them out. 

GREAT NAMES IN FICTION. 

Let us see, first, what happened in fiction, 
for here, indeed, was a departure from tra- 
ditions of the weeklies. Up to this time it 
had been a close race between short story 
and serial, which could show the lesser 
merit. Most weeklies printed fiction, but it 
was such fiction as they could get for very 
little money, and no novelist ever dreamed 
of offering a manuscript to a weekly until it 
had been generally refused by the high-class 
monthlies; that is, branded as a pretty poor 
manuscript. Imagine, then, the surprise 
and dismay of rival seven-day concerns 
and the delight of: readers when Collier’s 
Weekly started ia its present policy of 
printing stories by Rudyard Kipling, Henry 
James, Gilbert Parker, 8S. R. Crockett, W. 
W. Jacobs, Robert Chambers, Maarten 
Maartens, Bret Harte, Quillgr-Couch—a list 
to challenge any of the monthly magazines, 
the strongest names in the field of letters. 
Whereupon authors began to prick up their 
ears. It was bruited about that there were 
first-class prices at Collier’s fer first-class 
wares, and in came “ Janice Meredith,” by 
Paul Leicester Ford, an immensely popular 
novel, as every one knows, and it ran for 
months in Collier’s Weekly to the chagrin 
of outwitted monthlies, that would very 
much have liked this novel for themselves. 
And quite recently we have seen the first 
installment of Hall Caine’s new novel, 
“The Eternal City,” in the pages of Col- 
lier’s, where for weeks to come (and in no 
other pages) a million of readers will enjoy 
this long-expected work. Let the high-class 
monthlies ponder that also.

Then 
off with some dashing, daring fellow (one 
trained to observe and interpret, if may be); 
let him fare to this frozen fortune-land and 
tell us all about it. This thing Tappen 
Adley did. 

There are murmurings in Cuba, the 
“Maine” is destroyed, war is upon us. 
Here, indeed, is a new crisistwo cam- 
paigns to be followed, one on land; one on 
the sea. There must be photographs, draw- 
ings, descriptions; the people must see the 
battles, must see the cruisers go into action, 
must have the whole story, step by step. 
Now rise up, seven-day journalism, young 
men with vigorous ideas, and show what 
you can do! 

This is what they did: They followed 
the fleets and armies with correspondents 
like James H. Hare, who actually served 
with Gomez in the Cuban campaign, and 
took pictures under fire at Santiago; they 
followed the fleets and armies with artists 
like Frederic Remington and Reuterdahl, 
who—well, what man knows his horse and 
trooper better than Remington, or his bat- 
tleship better than Reuterdah!? And there 
were other artists in the field for Collier's, 
plenty of them: Thulstrup, Yohn, Gaul, 
Leigh and Sonntag; and there were other 
correspondents in the fielll: Harold Martin, 
Edwin Emerson, Lieut.

Receipts Are Heavy and Cash Demand 
Still Slack, but Offerings Are Ab- 
sorbed Without Starting Liquida- 
tion by Longs—Possibility of Crop 
Damage Hampers the Bears—Corn Is 
Strong on Mild Weather West—Pro- 
vision Advance Continues.

May, with ‘the close 75%-%c, a net gain of 
\%c for the day. Argentine shipments, over 
50 per cent less than those of last year, gave 
holders some encouragement early and there 
was some pit buying for a rally which hae 
been a safe proceeding on any moderate 
break for some weeks, and proved profita- 
ble again. Shorts were disappointed at 
not forcing heavier Hquidation and em- 
barrassed by a strong rally in corn in the 
last half of the session. There were some 
reports of crop damage from Kentucky and 
Kansas, emphasizing a rather bullish sum- 
mary of the crop situation by the Modern 
Miller. There was buying for Minneapolis, 
possibly against sales in that market, as 
Pillsbury was reported a heavy seller of 
May there. Phillips was a buyer early, be- 
fore the break, and Schwarz-Dupee and 
Counselman-Day were good buyers. There 
was selling by Barrett, Seaverns, Cudahy, 
and Bartlett-Frazier. The Argentine ship- 
ments were 1,608,000 bu, compared with 
824,000 bu the week before and 8,232,000 
bu last year. Since January 
have been 8,020,000 bu, against 14,904,000 
bu for the same time last year. There 
were claims from the United Kingdom of: 
a dull export demand at Argentine ports 
and some falling off in quality. Northwest- 
ern receipts were 424 cars to 673 last year. 
The falling off, however, is all at Duluth, 
as Minneapolis receipts continue to show 
an increase, and stocks there are 3,400,000 
bu larger than last year.

| FOREIGN RYEATS OF THE WEEK. | 


HERE is a gleam of hope for England 
in the news from south Africa. Lord 
Kitchener has granted General Botha 
u seven days’ armistice (says a Lon- 

don dispatch) to enable him to confer with 
other Boer leaders as to the advisability of 
accepting the British terms and laying down 
their arms. 

The number of fighting Boers under Botha 
is unknown. Neither ts it known whether he 
has authority to accept terms for all the Boer 
forces in the field. It is not believed that he 
can speak for such leaders as De Wet and 
Delarey. 

In London the consensus of opinion is that 
Botha is treating only for the surrender of 
the men under his immediate command. But 
even with this limitation England will see in 
Botha’s surrender an important step toward 
the end of the war. 

Louis Botha was appointed commander-in- 
chief of the Boer forces upon the death of 
General Joubert a year ago. He is only 36 
years old, and, like most of the Boer leaders, 


had no little military experience before the 
beginning of the present war. 

And yet, in spite of the reckless daring of 
De Wet as a leader, Botha is perhaps the 
greatest soldier the war has produced on the 
Boer side. De Wet’s numerous captures of 
isolated British posts, his skill in entrapping 
small British commands, his reckless attacks 
on the British lines of communication, his 
daring incursion into Cape Colony, and final- 
ly his adroit escape from the meshes of the 
military net thrown around him make him 
beyond question the spectacular figure of the 
war. He fills the public eye, and it is easy 
enough for the unthinking to draw the in- 
ference that he is the ablest Boer leader in 
the field. 

And yet, on Dec. 15, 1899, General Buller, 
with 40,000 men, the flower of the/Sritish 
regular army, attempted to cross the Tugela 
River. He was defeated by superior tactics 
but by a smaller force led by Louis Botha. 
This was the battie of Colenso, in which 
Buller’s army was shattered and driven back 
with a loss of guns and men unprecedented 
in the history of the British army for more 
than three-quarters of a century. 

Again, when Euller finally crossed the 
Tugela in February, 1900, and captured Spion 
Kop, it was Botha who personally led the 
Eoer advance, drove Warren's forces from 
Spion Kop, and, after administering a dis- 
astrous defeat, compelled Buller’s army to 
recross the river. 

Botha defeated Buller-in every battle the 
latter fought in his efforts to cross the Tugela 
River and relieve Ladysmith, and he only 
retired when Buller's invasion of the Orange 
Free State threatened to split the Boer armies 
intwain. Thenit was that he graduaily with- 
drew his forces, saved every gun, every camp 
kettle, and permitted Bulier’s troops to enter 
Ladysmith unopposed. 

The surrender of Botha will doubtless have 
great moral weight with the Boer people, 
even though it has been known for several 
months that he has been in favor of giving up 
the struggle. 

The new Italian ministry seems to have 
started right. In the Chamber of Deputies 
on Thursday Premier Zanardelli announced 
that the government did not intend to add to 
the public debt by raising a new loan. He 
further asserted that the ministry had de- 
cided to reduce taxation the present year by 
the sum of 30,000,000 lire ($6,000,000). Some of 
the active duties would be abolished and the 
tax onsalt reduced. The deficit, he explained, 
would be made up by increased stamp duties. 

Italy has in round numbers a population of 
61,000,000, and the number is increasing de- 
epite the heavy annual emigration. Manufac- 
turing and commercial industries show steady 
gains. Agriculture is in the main prosper- 
ous, and the wine industry flourishing. 

And yet the cost of the government of Italy 
has been such a crushing burden as to make 
the people sometimes regret unification. The 
nationa! debt has steadily increased, in spite 
ef taxation more burdensome than in any 
kingdom of the old world. 

Sagasia is again at the head of the Spanish 
government. This does not necessarily mean 
that Spain is to be relieved from the weight 
of the burdens which have long crushed the 
people into abject poverty, but it is evidence 
of at least a gleam of enlightenment. Sa- 
gasta is the ablest man in Spanish public life 
today—-and probably the most unselfish. He is 
liberal in his views and whenever he has been 
in power has endeavored to institute genuine 
reforms in public administration. 

Sagasia tried to save the Philippines years 
ago by proposing to curb the growing inter- 
ference of the friars in the government of 
that colony and by suggesting numerous con- 
cessions to the Filipinos. 

Sagasta tried to save Cuba to Spain by 
offering autonomy to the island. His pro- 
posals were rejected, the revolution resulted, 
and Weyler’s reign in Cuba began. 

Left to his own purposes Sagasta twenty 
years ago would have saved Spain the humil- 
jiation of a defeat at the hands of the United 
States and tne loss of the colonies. But he 
was always thwarted by the non-progressive 
classes, who had grown more arrogant, more 
corrupt, and more extravagant, as Spain had 
grown poorer. 

ln round numbers the public debt of Italy 
le $2,558,000, 000. 

The figures are stupendous when contrasted 
with the ability of 31,000,000 impoverished, tax 
burdened inhabitants to pay. 

Again, contrast the enormous debt with 
the debt of other nations. 

The United States, with a population of 
76,000,000, owes in round numbers $1,056,- 
000,000, less than half of the Italian debt. 

Germany, with a population of 52,000,000, 
owes $2,574,000,000, with an immense army to 
support, an extravagant naval program, and 
an elaborate system of canals and internal 
improvements under construction. 

Russia has given an official assurance to 
the Lritish government that the Czar has 
made no treaty looking to the continued oc- 
cupation of Manchuria. Count Lamsdorft, 
the Rugsian Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
made to the British Foreign office the cate- 
gorical statement that all Russian forces 
would be withdrawn from Manchuria as soon 
as circumstances would permit. 

Gratifying progress seems to have been 
made in the pacification of the Philippines. 
Chairman Taft of the Philippine commission 
has assured President McKinley that the re- 
volt waS8 practically at an end. Civil rule 
has been welcomed wherever it has been es- 
tablished, and new provinces will be brought 
under the new order as rapidly as the com- 
mission can visit them. 

Dispatches from Washington state that 
Chairman Tait will be appointed Civil Gov- 
ernor of the islands under the provisions of 
the Spooner resolution. 

No little dissatisfaction exists in Manila 
over some of the provisions of the Spooner 
law, especially the clause prohibiting the is- 
suing of licenses for cutting timber gn public

Saving Hare a Duty. 

Lest: Mr. John Hare should feel it his 
boungen duty to emit in Chicago an inter- 
view, the appearance of which has followed 
close upon his arrival in various cities, the 
contents of it herewith will be handed out 
ahead of his-coming. The carefully built 
epigram at its beginning marks its English 
origin. 

‘** American women,” says Mr. Hare, ‘‘ are 
born actresses, American men acquire act- 
ing, and American audiences have stars 
thrust upon therh. at’s the shortest way 
to sum up the American stage and its people 
today. 

** There are better actresses today in Amer- 
fica than there are actors. The American 
girl is quick, talented, and has a keenly 
attuned sense of proportion and a marvelous 
lightness of touch. In the rank and file 
of the profession the American actress is 
head and shoulders over the rank and file 
of those from other countries. 

* But America has too many stars, Four 
years ago I dropped into a New York thea- 
ter one night and saw an evenly balanced 
company of players. Not one did anything 
brilliant, but they fitted weil together. This 
season I find the then leading men and wom- 
en are stars in separate organizations, which 
is a bad thing for the art of the theater. 

** Why spoil a good leading man or woman 
by making a star of him or her? Ifa lead- 
ing man is made a star then his support 
must be mediocre, else the erstwhile icad- 
ing man could never get an opportunity to 
shine by contrast. He cannot shine any 
other way. His limitations proclaim him 
as a leading man, and all the big type in 
the world canhot make it otherwise.”’ 

Then the actor is wont to change his topic 

to that of the national theater. 
“It is incomprehensible to me,” he says, 
“that with the millions of dollars given 
away every month by the moneyed men 
fof this country not one cent is given to the 
founding of a national theater. It is needed 
in America, badly needed. Possibly, how- 
ever, a municipal theater in every large city 
would be better than a national theater. The 
director of such a theater would gather a 
class of competent players and wouid 
abolish, so far as he was able, the star sys- 
tem. Depending on city support and not 
on the vagaries of his patrons, his mission 
would be not to cater to -but to educate. 
The best plays of every nation should be 
given. Each actor should receive a salary 
and, after a certain lapse of years, a pension. 
Municipal theaters are not visionary af- 
fairs. They have them in Germany in all 
the large cities. 

**England does not have them because 
the actor-manager takes the educating on 
his own shoulders. Sir Henry Irving, George 
Alexander, Beerbohm Tree, myself, and 
others manage their own theaters in London. 
The actor-manager is an artist first and a 
money-maker liater.’’

‘The part of wisdom and discre- 
tion, therefore, is to leave the symphony un- 
discussed. 

Of the performance, first praise must go to 
the Apollo club. The orchestra performed its 
task with the splendid certainty, complete- 
ness, and finish that had been expected, but 
the chorus surprised by singing Beethoven's 
unsingable music better than it has ever been 
sung before here in Chicago, and better than 
one has ever heard it sung by some of the 
best European choral societies. Beethoven 
once remarked that ‘‘ singers ought to be able 
to do everything except bite their own noses,” 
and in the vocal part of the Ninth Symphony 
he has set singers a task almost as impossi- 
ble of satisfactory performance as would be 
the feat he excepted. Only in the closing 
scene in his opera “ Fidelio ’’ is choral music 
equally high, equally ungrateful, to be found. 
The Apollo singers produced pure, sweet tones 
throughout all those fearful places in the 
music, and nothing could better demonstrate 
the improvement in the vocal condition of the 
club than this very achievement.
